NO INTENSIVE FARMING 
FOR GERMAN-AMERICANS 


They Claim That the Move- 
ment Would Help Great 
Britain. 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 14.—German- 
Americans will not join in the inten- 
|sive farming movement because it 
would help Great Britain and her al- 
lies, Hermann Fellinger, a member of 
Mayor Davis’ war board and president 
'of the German-American Alliance, said 


“All German-Americans, while they 
are backing America as against Ger- 
many, are praying for the defeat of 
Great Britain and her allies,” said Fel- 
| linger. “It is too much to expect them 
to rarse foodstuffs for her allies.”

Whether public hear- 
ings on the néw army bill and its se- 
lective draft feature will be held has 
not been decided. Many requests for 
hearings have been received, 

After a plea today by Senator Hughés 
to double the pay of enlisted men, the 
committee decided to ask the war de- 
partment for suggestions, recommenda- 
tions and cost estimates regarding in- 
crease of the enlisted personnel from 
$15 a month to $20, $25 and $390. 

Virtually all changes in the national 
defense law suggested by the army 
general staff were accepted by the com- 
mittee, and a bill incorporating them

companies. Men over 18 years of age 
and without dependent families—that 
is, wife, children or dependent mother 
—are eligible for enlistment. 

According to Colonel Hall men en- 
listing now will have a better oppor- 
tunity for advancement than, perhaps, 
at any other time in the history of 
the national guard. 

In the Fifth regiment each company 
must have 100 men. Of these only fif- 
ty-six will be privates. The others 
will be men of ranks which will re- 
ceive better pay than that of private. 
These ranks, in order of the pay and 
importance, in each of the twelve com- 
panies of the regiment, are as follows: 

One captain, 2 lieutenants, 1 first 
sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 mess 
sergeant, 6 line sergeants, 11 corpo- 
rals, 5 cooks, buglers and mechanics, 
19 first-class privates. 

Many Good Places Vacant. 

As a rule the men having dependent 
families have been found most relia- 
ble and, as a result, these men are now 
usually holding the best pay positions.

“Enlisted from all walks of life—the of- 
fice, store, factory, farm and many other 
sources——the majority of these men were 
placed in training under military discipline 
immediately upon arrival in camp. The 
manner in which the drilis and schools 
were varied enlisted every man's interest, 
and soon they began to develop soldierly 
bearing—prompt and precise response to dis- 
cipline—reconciliation to the regular life (for 
in the service the regularity of habits and 
living count wonderfully in developing the 
recruit), until the officers who were so 
diligent in the application of drill and gen- 
eral instruction were greatly gratified to 
observe from day to day the transfor mation 
of the ‘rookie’ to the soldier, 

“Men coming into the service ‘hump 
shouldered’ began to straighten up—chests 
began to develop, heads up, eyes to the 
front, a new gait in the walk, free move- 
ments of the limbs—altogether a manly 
bearing replaced the average careless and, 
in many cases, slouchy manner of movement.

EDDYSTONE EXPLOSION 
DUE TO INSIDE PLOT 


Chester, Pa., April 14.—General Man- 
ager W. G. Wiihelm, of the Eddystone 
Ammunition corporation, said today 
that the company’s investigation into 
last Tuesday’s explosion in which more 
than 125 persons lost their lives. indi- 
cated evidence that the disaster was 
the result of an inside plot.

Announcement of its creation was 
made in the following executive order 


“Il hereby create a committee on pub- 
lic information, to be composed of the 
secretary of state, the secretary of 
war, the secretary of the navy and a 
civilian who shall be charged with the 
executive direction of the committee. 

“As civilian chairman of the com- 
mittee I appoint George Creel. 

“The secretary of state, the secretary 
of war and the secretary of the navy 
are authorized each to detail an officer 
or officers to the work of the commite- 
tee.”’ P 
Mr. Creel, who was called to Wash- 
ington for conference several days ago, 
has accepted his post. The president's 
action was baged on the following let- 
ter, signed by the three cabinet of- 
ficers: 

“Dear Mr. President: 

“Even though the co-operation of the 
press has been penatene and patriotic, 
there is a steadily developing need for 
some authoritative agency to assure 
the publication of all the vital Yacts of 
national defense. Premature or ill- 
advised announcements of policies, 

lans and specific activities, whether 
nnocent or otherwise, would consti- 
tute a source of danger. 

“While there is much that is properly 
secret in connection with the depart- 
ments of the ge eye the total is 
small compared to the vast amount of 
information that it {s right and proper 
for the people to have. 

“America’s great present needs are 
confidence, enthusiasm and service, and 
these needs will not be met completely 
unless every citizen is given the feel- 
ing of partnership that comes with full, 
frank statements concerning the con- 
duct of the public business. 

Censorship and Publicity. . 

“It is our opinion that the two func- 
tions—censorship and publicity—can 
be joined in honesty and with profit 
and we recommend the creation of a 
committee on public information. The 
chairman should be a civilian, prerera- 
oly some writer of proved courage. 
ability and vision, able to gain the 
understanding co-operation of the press 
and at the same time rally the au- 
thors of the country to a work of 
service. Other members should be the 
secretary of state, the secretary of 
war and the secretary of the navy, or 
an officer or officers detailed to the 
work by them. 

“We believe you have the undoubted 
authority to create this committee on 
public information without wersrues for 
further legislation, and because of the 
importance of the task, and its press- 
ing necessity, we trust that you will 
see fit to do ‘0. 

“The committee, upon appointment, 
can proceed to the framing of regula- 
tions and the creation of machinery 
that will safeguard all information of 
value to the enemy, and at the same 
time open every department of govern- 
ment to the inspection of the people 
as far as possible. Such regulations 
and such machinery will, of course, be 
submitted for your approval before be- 
coming effective.”

“A emall centre! agricultural body in each 
state, representing various agricultural in- 
terests, including agricultural officials, rep- 
resentatives of agricultural colleges, bankers, 
business, farmers and women's organizations, 
etc., concerned in the production, distribu- 
tion and utilization of food supplies and 
agricultural raw materials. This body should 
be designated by the governor and, if the 
state has a central council] of safety or de- 
fense, should be co-ordinated with it. 

“Buch county, urban and other local 
bodies as the state authorities, including this 
central agency, may see fit to suggest. 

“The national central body and the state 
central bodies will be expected to keep in 
intimate contact and to work in close co- 
operation,” 


FARMERS OF STATE 
URGED TO INCREASE 
FOOD CROP ACREAGE 


J. J. Brown, state commissioner of 
agriculture; Dr. Andrew M. Soule, pres- 
ident of the state college of agricul- 
ture, and Bradford Knapp, chief of 
the office of extension work in the 
south, states’ relations service, Baturday 
issued the following joint statement, 
appealing to farmers and farmers’ or- 
ganizations, bankers and merchants of 
Georgia to give thé most earnest con- 
sideration to increasing Georgia's food 
crop acreage: 

The food probiem in the state of Georgia 
seeme so very important to us that w 
want to urge upon you during the planting 


season ite earnest consideration.

by the supposed high price of cotton. Cot- 
ton is not high in proportion to other 
things. A bale of cotton at its present price 
will not buy as much food and feed, on the 
average, as a bale of cotton would before 
the war began in Europe. Meat, fiour, 
corn, potatoes and other foods and feeds 
have increased in price as much or more 
than, cotton, hence it will not pay the 
farmer this year to grow cotton to buy 
expensive food and feed if he can produce 
these things himself. 

With a normal acreage and a favorable 
season the south and the state of Georgia 
will produce enough cotton, but the world 
is crying for food and the most important 
thing is for Georgia to produce its own 
food and feed. With our nation facing & 
foreign war and the disturbed conditions 
brought about by such a struggle the pro- 
duction of the food for the people and the 
feed for our growing live stock industry is 
of supreme importance. 

We urge the farmers not to neglect these 
things, but to pay special attention to the 
home garden, corn, velvet beans, soy beans, 
cowpeas, peanuts, eto, sufficient to feed 
the people and the live stock of the state 
of Georgia. 

Bankers have’ been helpful in extending 
credit to farmers to bring in live stock, 
but the live stock industry cannot be sup- 
ported without sufficient home-grown feed. 
The failure to piant sufficient feed to sup- 


port this increasing live stock industry is a 
menace to the business into which you have 
been putting your money. The farmers 
cannot afford to buy feed to feed the live 


‘stock and the business men cannot afford 


to advance money for the purchase of live 
stock without also advancing money, if 
necessary, for the seed to plant feed crops. 
Is it mot a fact that farmers are now being 
compelled to sell live stock and even breed- 
ing stock because of high prices and & 
shortage of feed? Such a condition will 


jmever build up the live stock industry. 


We urge merchants and bankers to look 
into the seed problem and eee that suf- 
ficient seed for the planting of gardens and 
other cro mentioned can be obtained to 
supply all the wants of the farmers it 
would be a productive enterprise if busi- 
ness men would see that farmers obtained 
credit where needed for the purchase of 
such seed and that the seed be furnished 
to them at as near cost as possible. 

The partial failure of the oat and wheat 
crops makes it more imperative that these 
things be looked after. We urge that you 
look into this matter very promptly and 
co-operate with the extension forces, in- 
cluding the county agents, to the end that 
Georgia may not fail in food and feed. | 

These are the most important problems 
for you to consider during the planting 
season.

TURKS DEFEAT 


N MESOPOTAMIA 


British Win Battle North- 
east of Bagdad—Turks Are 
Retreating, With British 
in*Pursuit. : 


London, April 14.—The Turks have 
sustained another defeat at the hands 
of the British in Mesopotamia. The war 
office announces that the Turks are 
retreat. after a batile in which tha 
suifered heavy losses. 4 

‘The Turks: were driven from their 
positions near Ghaliyah, ten miles 
northeast of Deltawah. (Deltawah is 35 
miles north of Bagdad.) ‘They then 
withdrew toward Seraijik, and thence 
toward Dely Abbas. ‘the British are 
sy ge | the Turks. ; 

On ednesday the Turks lost 200 
killed and 700 wounded. 

The British won their victory by 
outgeneralling the Turks. ‘They made 
a strategical retreat, drawing the 
Turks after them and followed this by 
a night march which enabled the Brit- 
ish to fall on the Turks from the flank 
and put them to rout. Following. is 
the official account of these opera- 
tions: 

‘On April 10 General Maude (he 
British commander), withdrawing his 
advanced detachments on the right 
bank of the Diala river, succeeded in 
drawing the bulk of the enemy forces 
on this flank in a southwesterly di- 
rection toward Deltawah. At night our 
forces made a night march from the 
neighborhood of the left bank of the 
Tigris towards the Diala and attatked 
the next mer beiny > 

“The fighting had to be temporarily 
suspendea owing to a mirage, but upon 
this lifting, our offensive continued. 
Our guns, with the able assistance of 
our airplanes, rapidly asserted their 
superiority. Late in the evening the 
enemy was driven from his advwanced 
positions near Ghaliyeh, ten miles 
northeast of Deltawah. 

“Early on the morning of April 12 
the enemy withdrew six miles in a 
northeasterly direction to Seraijik. 
Successful operations continued 
throughout the day and night, and 
General Maude on the 13th reported: 
‘We are conen ae up the Turkish 
forces which are falling back toward 
Dely Abbas. It is asserted that the 
Turks lost 700 wounded during the 
fighting of April 11 and on that day 
200 Turkish dead were found on the 
battle field. Our total losses this day

At St. Quentin not so much is at 
stake for the Germans, but the loss of 
the town would create another serious 
breach in the southerly sector of their 
present defensive line. By capturing 
the town of Fayet, the British have 
worked to within a mile of St. Quentin 
on the northwest, while to the south 
the French, close by, are hammering 
it with their artillery. The Berlin re-

GERMANS LOSE 
MANY GUNS. 


London, April 14.—Reuter’s corre-

BRITISH TROOPS 
KNOCK AT GATES 
OF ST. QUENTIN 


London, April 14.—British troops are 
now within a few hundred yards of 
the town of St. Quentin. During Sat- 
urday, says the oificial statement from 
british headquarters in France tonight, 
Field Marshal Haig’s men fought their 
way south and east of Fayet, one mile 
northwest of St. Quentin, The village 
of Gricourt, one mile north of Fayet, 
was carried at the point of the bayonet. 
The Germans are reported to have re- 
sisted stubbornly and suffered many 
killed and wounded in addition to the 
loss Of more than 400 prisoners. 

The mining center of Lens is now 
virtually surrounded on three sides 
by the advancing British troops. The 
town of Lievin, southwest of and ad- 
joining Lens, was captured this morn- 
ing and the village of Cite St. Pierre, 
northwest of Lens also has been taken. 

Along the entire front from the 
Scarpe river to south of Loos, the 
British have pressed forward and have 
reached points two to three miles east 
of Vimy ridge. . * 

South of the Scarpé river there was 
heavy fighting in which the Germans 
employed strong reserve forces, Ger- 
man attacks and counter attacks fol- 
lowed one another at short intervals, 
but the British troops maintained the 
positions previously captured and in- 
flicted serious losses on the attackers.

SPAIN VERY SHARP. 


Madrid Says Grave Situa- 
tion Has Been Produced by 
Sinking of Steamer by Sub- 
marine. 


Madrid, April 14.—-(Via Paris.)—For- 


feign Minister Gimeno has announced 
)that the protest to Germany in regard 
to the sinking of the Spanish steamer 
San Fulgencio was sent to the Spanish 
ambassador in Berlin on Saturday in a 
diplomatic pouch and not transmitted 
through the. German ambassador at 
Madrid. 

The gravity of the gituation is em- 
phasized by all the newspapers. The 
;semi-official Diario Universal, after 
Saying that the ministers reached a 
‘unanimous decision as to the course of 


Thursday, continues: 

“We do not know what their deci- 
sions are, but we realize that their im- 
portance is such as to produce a com- 
plete solidarity of the cabinet. The 
moment is grave for Spain, which no 
longer can abstract herself from the 
reverberations of the events transpir- 
ing around her.” 

The Spanish note now on the way 
to Berlin will contain an energetic 
protest against the torpedoing of the 
San Fulgencio and will ask for a decla- 
ration concerning the liberty of com- 
merce between North and South Ameri- 
ca and Spain. The note was dispatch- 
ed in a diplomatic pouch instead of by 
radio, in order to avoid errors in trans- 
mission. The text probably will be 
made public within the next five days.

President Matheson and Consulting En- 
gineer Phinehas V. Stephens received 
communications from Major General 
Leonard Wood to completely cover in 
their reports to the department al) 
the advantages offered by the local in- 
stitution as a technical institution. Mr. 
Stephens has submitted to the govern- 
ment an outline of the facilities of Tech 
which can be used by the government. 

“The lesson of the great war is,” 
stated Mr. Stephens, “that the army 
which can invent the best weapons for 
offensive and defensive combat ie the 
one to hold the advantage. The en- 
gineers, scientists and inventors have 
been kept as busy as the men in the 
trenches. Millions have been spent 
on the engineering laboratories of Ger- 
many and other foreign countries since 
the war began. General Wood and 
others in the war department are giv- 
ing seriou’s consideration to the facili- 
ties of Tech for aiding in the active 
work of the army and especially in con- 
nection with the proposed mobilization 
plant, which, it appears likely, will 
come to Atlanta. 

The Aviation School. 

Mr. Stephens has been in close touch 
with General Wood and other army of- 
ficials in Washington and New York 
for some time endeavoring to get a 
school of aviation established at Tech 
under the direction of the government. 
General George O. Squier, chief signal 
officer of the army, has sent a letter 
to Mr. Stephens commending this work. 

This letter, in part, is as follows: 

“With reference to your letter of 
March 20, 1917, you are informed that 
the interest being displayed by the 
Georgia School of Technology in avia- 
tion is much appreciated. 

Detailed specifications and informa- 
tion is given and with the aid of the 
government and the Aero Club of 
America, which is also co-operating 
with Mr, Stephens, it is hoped that 
rapid progress may be made. 

There must be provided a large-level 
field, free from obstructions, contain- 
ing five or six hundred acres. Several 
military aeroplanes with hangars and 
other equipment will be needed. These 
planes cost on an average about $8,000 
each. They must be able to carry a 
pilot, a passenger and 330 pounds of 
useful load. The engine is about 110- 
horsepower. Speeds must not be less 
than 43 miles per hour for the mini- 
mum and must be able to attain a 
maximum speed of not less than 75 
miles per hour. It must be able to 
climb not less than 10,000 feet above 
sea level in 75 minutes with the above 
useful load. A climb of 3,000 feet must 
be made in 10 minutes. 

The machines are designed specially 
for instructing novices, but before 
they are put in use they are given 
very thorough trials by expert flvers. 
The complete specifications that have 
been provided cover hundreds of de- 
tails. 

Splendid Wireless Aereal. 

The 200-foot stack of the new power 
laboratory of Tech has served a double 
purpose. There has recently been 
strung from this stack to the top of 
the main building a new wireless aereal 
that has a capacity of sending and re- 
ceiving megsages 5,000 miles.

equipment would be used to communi- 
cate with Europe, far out into the Pa- 
cific ocean and down to the Panama

The chemical department of Tech will 
be specially useful to the ordinance 
department in working on problems of 
research and invention relating to ex- 
plosives and other materials which is 
used in great Ly geet by the army. 

Tech’s splendid architectural depart- 
ment can render ‘service in the erection 
of the thousands of buildings, sheds, 
hangars and defense works. The civil 
engineering department, electrical, ex- 
perimental, mechanical, textile, com- 
mercial and other departments will be 
able to play a very important part in 
aiding in the work of the mobilization 
camp and in the training of engineers 
for service in the engineer officers’ and 
signal corps.

At the formal raising of Old Glory 
over the building of the Electric and 
Gas company Saturday peoreang at 10 
o'clock, Preston Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, dedicated the resources of the 
company to the United States govern- 
ment. 

A hundred or more employees gath- 
ered on the roof of the building for 
the occasion and from the windows of 
nearby office buildings scores of peo- 
ple watched the ceremony. As the flag 
soared to the tip of the white pole lusty 
cheers greeted it. 

“We have been living in times of peace 
and we have rather taken our country for 
granted,” Mr. Arkwright said. “You don't 
get much love of country or love of any- 
thing else worth while until you have done 
something for it, served it, sacrificed for it. 

“Heretofore the American flag has not 
meant much te us. It has served as a 
colorful decoration at conventions and at 
carnivais. But this is a day of trial and 
a day of war-eand it does not do to treat 
the emblem of olr country in such casual 
fashion.

The prison 
tailor shop is likely «to be comman- | 
deered by the government, in which 
case a great number of the prisoners 
will wolunteer for duty at the sewing 
machine. 

The prisoners manifest a keen spirit 
of patriotism. Tiny flags and red, 
white and blue streamers adorn most 
of the cells. National arias are played 
by the prison orchestra at lunch time, 
and at least two of the professional 
song writers listed among the inmates 
are busy at nights composing patriotic 


songs.

FOR PROSECUTING WAR 


Early Peace Is Favored by 
Small Group of Advanced 
Socialists. 


Petrograd, April 14.—(Vja London.) 
The pacifist element is stinctly in 
the minority in the congress of district 
councils of workmen’s and _ soldiers’ 
delegates in session here. The diecus- 
sions thus far show two distinct cur- 
rents of opinion. The first, which ap- 
pears to be supported by an over- 
whelming majority, is favorable to vig- 
orous prosecution of the war and sup- 
port of the provisional government. 
The second group, composed chiefly of 
advanced socialists, favors not only re- 
hnunciation of: all projects of annexa- 

tion and of indemnities, but also steps 


looking to early conglusion of peace. 


At the same time, this group is invit- 
ing the congress to express its dietrust 
of the provisional government. 

During the discussion yesterday of 
the motion telegraphed by M. Berteli, 
a member of the second duma, who is 
now on his way to Petrograd from ex- 
ile, all. amendments proposed by the 
second group were rejected by a large 
majority.

Germany, the Argentine minister of 
foreign affairs says that the Argentine 
government already has given its opin- 
ion in defense of the principles of uni- 
versal rights. He adds that Argentina 
duly appreciates Brazil's attitude, 
which is in accordance with its prin- 
ciples. The Argentine government ex- 
presses to Brazil its sincerest senti- 
ments of fraternity. 

News of the torpedoing of the 
Argentine sailing ship Monte Pro- 
tegido, presumably by a German sub- 
marine, has caused a deep impression. 
The Nacion counsels the people to be 
calm in the presence of grave events. 
The Argentina says the entire nation 
condemns the sinking of the ship as a 
criminal act and that the government 
must adopt an energetic attitude. 

A representative of the foreign of- 
fice said today he thought it would be 
necessary for Argentina to take no 
action toward Gérmany further than 
exacting satisfaction for the disregard 
of the Argentine flag in the attack on 
the Monte Protegido. 
ures, he said, should be adopted only 
in case of Argentine citizens being on 
board. This is regarded as entirely 
unlikely, as her Argentine crew was 
replaced with foreigners with the spe- 


‘cial permission of the authorities be- 


fore the vessel sailed. She was on her 
way to Rotterdam with a cargo of 
grain for the Dutch government. 

La Epoca, the organ of the govern- 
ment party, recommends the nation to 
remain quiet and to imitate the calm 
attitude of France and England on 
the eve of the war. Diplomatic circles 
are of the opinion that the matter of 
the torpedoing of the Argentine ship 
will be settled diplomatically. Manit- 
festations continue in the streets, the 
people demanding that the German 
minister bé handed -his passports and 
denouncing Germany. The police have 
refrained from dispersing the crowds 
for fear of adding to the excitement.

BOLIVIA SCORES 
GERMANY’S ACTS. 

La Paz, Bolivia, April 14.—The note 
of the Bolivian government to the 
German minister announcing the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany denounces the _ attacks of 
German submarines on neutral ves- 
sels as violations of international law 
and of The Hague conventions. 

The note recalls that the Bolivian 
minister to Berlin was on board the 


Holland-Lloyd steamer Tubantia when ' 


that vessel was sunk in neutral waters 
a year ago. The note concludes: 

“Your excellency will understand 
that although we regret the break of 
diplomatic relations between Bolivia 
and the German empire such relations 
have become insuppertable under ex- 
isting circumstances. In consequence 
your excellency will find herewith 
passports for yourself and the mem- 
bers of your legation.” 

The note declares that German sub- 
jects and progerty will enjoy all lib- 
erties guaranteed by law provided that 
they do not commit any act of delin- 
quency, either collectively or as in- 
dividuals. 


Bolivia was the first South American 
state to announce its support of the 
United States in protesting against 
the German submarine blockade. 

Bolivig is one of the smallest of the 
South American states with an area

It Will Be Distributed Free in| 
Effort to Increase Food 
Output.

Washington, April 14.—As a stimulus 
to the movement for more extensive 
gardening to feed the country during 
the war, the department of agriculture 
has prepared for free distribution a 
complete manual for the guidance of 
gardeners. Thousands of copies have 
been printed. The department. will 
mail a copy to any person request- 
ing it. 

The booklet contains detailed in- 
structions, founded upon the best sci- ; 
entific and practical knowledge, and |; 
stated comprehensively so as to be of 


value to movices particularly. The 


crops, preparation of soil, cultivation : 
and irrigation are discussed in suc- 
cessive sections, and there are many 
illustrations showing the proper tools 
and their use, and tables showing 
depths of planting and similar details. 

In a foreword, the department points 
out the comparative simplicity of gar- 
dening methods and outlines the essen- 
tials as follows: 

“By the exercise of care and fore- 
thought in planning succession crops 
and rotations and by the utilization of 
every foot of available space it is pos- 
sible to grow considerable quantities 
of vegetables on timited areas and s0 
supplement the family food supply. 
The principal factors in accomplishing 
this are the use of seed boxes and hot- 
beds to give plants an early start in 
spring before seeds may be planted 
outdoors, the use of outside seed beds 
to carry plants for main-season crops 
while early crops are occupying the 
garden space, and the planting of late 
or succession crops as soon as earlier 
plants have been removed. 

“In order that gardening may be 
carried on successfully in such an ex- 
tensive way it is especially important 
that soil of good texture be available, 
and that it be well supplied with hu- 
mus and plant food. t is essential 
also, as in all gardening, that suffi- 
cient moisture be present, that the 
garden be kept free from weeds, and 
that the soil be cultivated frequently 
and well,”

SQUABBLE LIKELY 
OVER GOLF RULES 
OF ASSOCIATION 


Chicago, April 14—A direct chal- 
lenge to the United States Golf asso- 
ciation on the amateur question was 
| issued today by the Western Golf asso- 
ciation in a new definition of an 
amateur golfer. 

The rule of the western association 
permits an amateur to sell golf sup- 
plies, provided he does not offer such 
golf goods as a famous player, but 
simply as a dealer. This ruling dif- 
fers from the United States Golf asso- 
ciation rule, Under which Francis 
Ouimet and others were debarred from 
selling golf goods. The new rule al- 
lows professionals in other sports to 
be amateurs in golf, which is novel. 

The new rule, however, makes a 
golfer a professional if he signs arti- 
cles with his titles in golf. 

Another challenge is contained in a 
| new rule that amateur golfers may ac- 
cept transportation and other bona 
\fide expenses incidental to playing in 
‘matches given by association or clubs, 
provided the expense account is sub- 
mitted to the treasurer of the Western 
Golf association. 

Another departure is that any player 
whose amateurism is questioned can 
not be proclaimed a professional, ex- 
cept by a two-thirds vote of the direc- 
ters and then only after the player has 
-had a hearing.

SAYS MOTOR EXPERT 


To secure the best results from a 
motor car cooling system, the owner 
should take care to keep the radiator 
cells free from foreign matter, par- 
ticularly when he is driving over mud- 
dy roads or on dusty highways, is the 
text of the latest technical bulletin is- 
sued by the Haynes Automobile com- 
pany. 

If the trip is at all long, the accumu- 
lation of dust, dirt and mud pellets, 
driven to a lodging place by the mo- 
tion of the car, seriousiy impairs radia- 
tion by retaining the heat the radia- 
tor core would ordinarily dissipate in 
the air. An examination of only a 
limited number of motor cars will re- 
veal radiator interstices that are 80 
tightly packed with particles of earth 
that they can play no part in reduc- 
ing the temperature of the water sys- 
tem. 

The quickest and best way to correct 
the evil is to play a hose with consider- 
able water pressure on the radiator for 
a few minutes at each watering place, 
and the ability of the car to rid it- 
self of its excess thermal load will 
be accordingly increased. Care should 
be cavaiaall that the foreign matter 
is not left clinging to the radiator core

in place of planting the back yards in 
cotton that the people of the towns, and 
also of the cities, plant both their 
front and back yards to foodstuffs to 
help overcome the shortage of food 
which is upon us. 

Soaring Prices. 

Since the meetings which have been 
referred to were held, as a result of an 
unfavorable report on the condition of 
winter wheat in the fields, wheat has 
gone up 10 to 14 cents per bushel. Flour 
therefore has gone up, being now $11.50 
to $12 per barrel, and meats of all 
kinds, eggs, rice, cheese, cornmeal, 
hominy, grits, lard, sugar and other nec- 
acepeeee of life have gone up almost 

aily. 

Mr. Ogden Armour, packer and grain 
merchant, states in the daily press that 

rices of food are out of control of any 

ut “governmental supervision.” Should 

the government not see fit to step in 
and place a maximum price on com- 
modities, as has been suggested, there 
is apparently no limit as to ‘where the 
prices will soar. Because of this, we 
wish to repeat what we said in our last 
letter in regard to the purchasing pow- 
er of a bale of cotton at 20 cents as 
compared with that of a 12-cent bale a 
few years ago; the figures we gave 
showed that this was much less, and if 
the figures were revised to date, we 
should find even greater difference. It 
is Important then that we do not follow 
too far the will-o’-the-wisp of 20-cent 
cotton, but that we pay attention to the 
demand for food crops and foodstuffs 
in the form of live stock products. 

To the.tenant or share farmer who is 
now without cash, supplies or credits, 
as some of them are, the cost of living 
is almost “prohibitive,” and those whe 
have credit are likely to find at the 
end of the season that this credit has 
been the means of breaking them. Land- 
lords are being more lenient in this 
matter of credit, realizing that it costs 
more this year to get the necessary 
supplies, but if the tenants fail to make 
use of gardens properly or if they per- 
mit them to put in all cotton and not 
enough food crops, the result will likely 
prove disastrous to both. 


War Bread. 


The article in The Tri-Weekly Con- 
stitution of April 10 on the subject 
of War Bread for Dixie, is one weil 
worth re-reading and much careful 
thought. In the face of a shortage of 
50,000,000 bushels in our wheat crop for 
the coming year, it ig advised that the 
millers put 85 per cent of the wheat 
kernel into the flour in place of the 
72 per cent which they are now doing. 
The American housewife likes to see 
“white” bread and biscuits and is in- 
clined to consider the flour or if the 
parts of the wheat that rken the 
flour and bread are left in. However, 
they do not realize that much of the 
mineral matter which the wheat con- 


tains is found in the bran, short and 
middlings which they dislike and that 
the continued or over-use of this! 
“white” flour they love to see, with- 
out some food rich in mineral matter 
to accompany it, is likely to result in 
softening of the bones or imperfec 
teeth or other trouble. To mothers 
and growing children especially is a 
certain amount of mineral matter im- 
portant, ard if we should take to eat- 
ing whole whekt bread, no doubt the 
menage would be of benefit to all 
of us. 

As a further means of helping out 
the shortage of wheat, the article sug- 
gests the use of peanuts or of corn- 
meal with the wheat flour and in oth- 
er places we have noted that soy beans 
could be used for this same purpose, 
the substitution enriching rather than 
impoverishing or adulterating the food. 
These legumes being righer in nitrogen 
than is wheat, tend to balance the ra- 
tion and make a reduction in amounts 
of meat eaten possible. The peanuts 
are shelled, hulled and roasted, then 
crushed with rolling pin or potato 
masher and one part of this is used 
with three parts of wheat flour, or the 
peanut meal from the oil mills ma be 
used provided it ts from a mill where 
the peanuts were shelled and hulled 
before the oil was extracted. Soy bean 
meal may be used one part to three 
of flour without any special methods 
of handling for either biscuits or 
bread. 

Cornmeal bread '° may be made b 
using 2 cups flour, :2-3 cup cornmeal, 
2 cups milk, 2 cups water, 1 teaspoonful 
salt, 1 yeast cake—put milk- and water 
in double boiler and let get scalding | 
hot, stir in cornmeal and let it cook 
slowly for one-half hour; pour into a 
bread raiser and when lukewarm add 
salt.and yeast and gradually beat in 
the flour. Cover and ut in warm 
place to rise. Add more flour if neces- 
sary, knead well, work into loaves, let 
it rise again and bake in moderate 
oven for ™% hour. In the south, where 
we have ‘sweet tatoes, a good bread 
may be made by using sweet pota- 
toes with the .wheat flour; of course, 
in this case we do not improve the 
quality of the bread (its nitrogen con- 
tent) as would be done by _ using the . 
peanuts or soy beans. Take 1 cake 
yeast and dissolve in %4 cup lukewarm 
water, then add 1 cupful scalded milk, | 
1 tablespoonful salt and % cupful | 

ugar.

zation of the soil, by making the ground 
yield its best we could make Georgia 
an asset of this country and not a la- 
biliay. Four hundred years ago the 
farmers of England and France plant- 
ed one bushel] of wheat to an acre ahd 
reaped eight bushels. Later on as they 
knew more of doctoring the soil, the 
yield became much greater, until now 
the fields yield 80 bushels to an acre. 
So much for scientific farming and 
studying riculture. 

Georgia has a wonderful soil, but we 
need more potash in our soil, so thet 
is why we must use commercial fertil- 
iser. The etd people are urged to 
the responsibility of helping the farm- 
er, for Georgia must grow her own 
foodstuffs. 

Mr. Taber, of the state agriculture 
school, talked on how to prepare the 
soil and how best results could be got- 
tén by deep plowing and pulverizing 
the soil, suiting the right seeds to the 
right soil and climatic conditions. For 
instance, in south Georgia the peanuts 
grow finer than in north Georgia. Well, 
let each section grow what is best for 
it and what it can grow to greatest 
perfection. <All sections grow practi- 
cally everything that can be desired 
by its people, but not enough. We all 
know that Georgia grows more peanuts 
than any state in the world, conse- 
guently we can grow fine hogs, for 
hey are considered very fattening. The 
oil from the peanut ig used in oleomar- 

arine, delicious peanut butter is made 
rom the nut, the vines make fine fer- 
tilizer ¢urned back into the soil. AtRO 
the Alabama velvet bean is most high- 
ly recommended as a fas ing 
crop and can be grown in every on 
of Georgia. 

Dr. Sell talked on raising chickens in 
a city yard and all the fanciers of 
chickens were erly interested in his 
gupwessions of different kinds of hens 
or eggs and for meat. He says at 
the farm the department keeps scrub 
chickens ¢o do the setting, for after 
several generations of inoubating the 
hens lose the art of setting. Dr. Sell 
made the statement that Georgia only 
produced one-half egg per ca ; that 
if for any reason one should eat a 
whole ty or two eggs, that one must 
know t Tennessee or some other 
state produced the surplus amount. In 
1916 Georgia produced eighteen and “> 
half million zen eggs at a cost of 
three and a half million dollars. 
Now we must this year triple 
the amount, so all women are 
sages to bear this in mind. Dr. 
Sell gavVe the following proportions for 
a powder to dust on e hens when 
they are troubled with vermin, s 
sprinkle the nests: 

One pint crude carbolic acid, 3 pints 
of gasoline, 2% pounds plaster of paris. 
Mix together and duet thoroughly.

General West has hundreds of letters 
from all over the United States, mani- 
festing deep interest in the June re- 
union, of which he says: 

“The whole country has capitulated 
to the thinning ranks of gray, and when 
the southern veterans swing along 
Pennsylvania avenue in the great pa- 
rade, the largest crowd ever seen in 
Washington will welcome them 

“The union veterans will line up 
along the avenue and cheer them. 
The gathering will not be of merely 
Sectional interest, but of broad national 
significance, coming during a crisis in 
the nation’s history. 

“It was a beautiful, pathetic and pa- 
friotic act on the part of the G. A. R. 
past, to extend this invitation. 

Proposed by Federal Veteran. 

“The idea originated with Colonel 
Andrew Cowan, 4 distinguished union 
soldier, DOW a wealthy citizen of Louis- 
ville, Ky, who made one of the larg- 
eat contributions to the fund to enter- 
tain the firet confederate reunion ever 
held in Loui@yville, Ky.

Lee, has been 
appointed assistant grand marshal, Gen- 
eral Andrew J. West has been appointed 
to ride by the side of General Herbert, 
the grand marshal. 

“The reunion, the first ever held north 
of the Potomac river, and outside of the 
confederate states, will be the most 
memorable in the history of the United 
Confederate Veterans. 

“It is one which wil fill the hearts of 
the confederate soldiers with the heart- 
iest leasure, and will show to the 
world that the United States are one 
country, with one flag, and one aim. 

“In a letter from General Herbert to 
General West, he says: ‘Those, who 
here and there have expressed a doubt 
about whether it ought to be called off, 
have, it seems to me, not given the 
matter careful consideration.’

THE SOUTH’S OPPORTUNITY! 


Grocers, meat dealers, millers, dealers in 
all varieties of foodstuffs are daily sounding 
the warning cry against a looming@famine 
in the necessaries of life—close at hand, un- 
less something is done to relieve the situ- 
ation. 

The nation—the entire world, in fact—is 
alive to the situation and to the remedy. 

America’s chief fears are centered in the 
south—the greatest proportionate importer 
of food products, with the least home pro- 
duction of them, of any section of the United 
States, excepting the practically exclusively 
manufacturing states of the northeast. 

Atlanta grocers are paying for space in 
the newspapers in order to exhort the public 
to economize, to conserve the available sup- 
ply of foods, and to appeal to all who can to 
enroll immediately in the producing class. 

Their advice is good; their reasoning 
sound. The situation is menacing; and un- 
less it is remedied, and without a day’s loss 
of time, a condition bordering upon serious 
shortage is inevitable. 

Georgia long ago formed the habit of 
looking elsewhere for its food supply. We 
are doing it today. | 

And yet upon any small piece of ground 
in Georgia enough foodstuffs can be pro- 
duced to feed a family during the growing 
and fruiting seasons, with enough surplus for 
canning, if canned, to feed an average fam- 
ily the rest of the year. 

Nature has so endowed this section that 
it has two garden seasons; two distinct 
kitchen gardens can be grown in one year. 

And there is not a garden—not even the 
emaliiest kitchen garden—in which there is 
mot more or less good, nourishing food per 
mitted to rot on the ground every year sim- 
ply because of lack of facilities for preservy- 
ing it.

We have 
been asleep in this section while the north 
and the west have been growing rich in sell- 
ing us food! 

This state alone—with its wonderful 
combination of climate and soil, could grow 
enough foodstuffs to feed all Georgia and 
every other state south of the Ohio river! 

Still we rail against the economic condi- 
tions that cause us to buy our canned goods 
from the west and the north, when we can 
put them up cheaper, faster and of better 
quality right here on our own idle acreage! 

The solution of Georgia’s foodstuffs prob- 
lem is to be found in the community can- 
nery—the institution which has enabled the 
west and the north to supply us with our 
canned vegetables of all kinds, and our 
canned fruits. 

There these community canneries are as 
numerous and as common as are the cotton 
gins in Georgia. Almost every community 


eenter has its cannery—financed by the local 


bankers and merchants, with the farmers of 
the vicinity as stockholders. 

They encourage and stimulate production 
of fruits and vegetables, affording a sure 
and profitable market throughaut the grow- 
ing season for every pound of produce the 
‘ garmers can raise, and because of them not 


@ pound of foodstuffs is allowed to waste on 
the farm 

It Is an economic crime for any town In 
Georgia, having a population of, say, from 
1,000 upward, to be without its community 
cannery! : 

Had we such institations scattered 
throughout the state, as they are in the 
northern and western states, every pound of 
produce our farm lands are capable of pro 
ducing could be contracted for and sold six 
months before the seed are put into the 
ground—as is the case in the north and the 
west. 

As it Is now, we are buying canned 
peaches, tomatoes, peas, beans, corn—all 
manner of frults and vegetables, that can be 
advantageously grown In Georgla—produced 
‘and canned IN CALIFORNI@, OREGON, 
WASHINGTON, IOWA, INDIANA, NEW 
YORK, ETC., AND SHIPPED TO US FROM 
A DISTANCE OF FROM 600 TO 3,000 
MILES! 

Look at the label on the next few cans of 
fruit or vegetables you buy at your grocer’s, 
and note its origin—see how many of them 
come from Georgia! 

That label is a sermon in itself to a 
Georgian who Will stop to reflect upon it for 
a moment. 

The world’s canned goods supply is just 
about exhausted. Its almost total depletion 
has been brought about largely because of 
the steady, insistent demand from abroad. 
Millions of men, taken from the productive 
industries of Europe and put into the 
trenches, have had to be fed; the civilian 
population of the devastated areas of Europe 
have had to be fed. And America has been 
largely looked to for the food with which 
to supply Europe's deficiency.

WHEN WOMEN WON'T CRY. 
Miss Madge A. Bigham has written to 
this newspaper: 


“This is only to thank you for your 
timely and very beautiful tribute in Sun- 
day’s Constitution to ‘Montana's Tears.’ 


The editorial gave to me the deepest 
pleasure, coming as it did to offset the 
many bursts of ridicule expressed by the 
thoughtless. With the hope that the 
editorial may be copied throughout the 
union, I remain, sincerely yours.” 

The editorial in question had to do with 
the fact that Representative Miss Rankin, of 
Montana, wept as she cast her maiden vote 
in congress—and the first vote any woman 
ever cast in that hall—when the question at 
issue was America’s entrance in the Euro- 
pean war. 

Expressions of commendation of the edi- 
torial have ccme, either orally or in the form 
of communications, by the score, and from 
various sections of the United States. This 
one of Miss Bigham’s is reproduced here 
simply because it is pointed, brief and typical 
of them all. 

As Miss Bigham states, there have been 
“many bursts of ridicule” of Miss Rankin’s 
tears, and anti-woman suffragists generally 
have seized upon the fact that this lone fem- 
inine legislator, put to the crucial, extraordi- 
nary test of casting a vote as to whether or 
not we should declare a state of war, shed 
tears as she voted “No!” as “proof” that 
woman is so weak as justly to preclude her 
from a voice and a vote in our government. 

She wept, and, therefore, the government 
should be left in the keeping of the men— 


strong, masculine men, who can weigh and | 
debate and pass upon questions, perhaps in- 


volving the very life of the nation, and do 
it dry-eyed! “Men who, if. need be, can turn 
thumbs down upon thousands or millions of 
the flower of young American manhood; who 
can, if the national exigencies so require, 
vote thousands or millions of vacant chairs 
into American firesides—and do it without 
the shedding of a tear! 

We differ from that hypothesis, without, 
however, reekoning the general proposition 
of universal suffrage in the equation. That 
is beside the question in this connection. 

This congress-woman, in shedding tears 
when she voted against war, proved herself 
no less qualified for participation in govern- 
ment than the congress-man who voted upon 
the same side of the same question, but with 
dry eyes. 

It simply records the difference between 
@ man and a woman—that’s all! 

And, after all, rob the world of woman’s 


tears, and what worth living for grould be | 


left in it! 

What of tenderness, of compassion, of 
poetry, of soul would there be in a world 
without them? : 

Woman's tears are the leaven of the unt- 
verse, that assuage the grief and misery of 
mankind, quicken the wellsprings of human 
sentiment and give form and visual expres- 
sion to the finer things of life. They are the 
dew-drops from heaven, that fall upon the 
cold and emotionler. plain of finite existence 
and cauge the lilies of sentiment to spring 
forth and blossom. 

It was a woman's tears that bathed the 
feet of Christ! It is through the light of 
tears that the world sees God! 

And who can gainsay that through her 
tears this woman-legislator, as she cast her 
vote in congress, glimpsed the cross of war! 
That through her tears she saw, kneeling 
at that cross, the mothers of the land, the 
wives, the little children—bereft and discon- 
solate! 

Most men may face such a test without 
qualms or the shedding of a tear; but we 
hope the day will never come when a woman 
can. 
And the fact that this woman from Mon- 
tana could not, and did not, is all to her 
credit; and gives all,the stronger proof of 
the benign influence of woman, of her fitness 
to make laws, and the eminent propriety of 
her having a voice in the affairs of life and 
the gation. 


SHAMEFUL NEGLECT. 


Although The Constitution’s series of 
articles on the Atlanta school system, edited 
by the educational committee of the Teach- 
ers’ association, has run through only a few 
installments, enopgh has been written to 
amply justify the conviction that our educa- 
tional machine is badly in need of fixing. 

Needs of curricula changes have been 
pointed out; the fact that Atlanta is far too 
near the bottom of the scale in proportionate 
financial support of public education has 
been emphasized, but the most deplorable 
shortcoming that has been uncovered is the 
non-enforcement of the compulsory attend- 
ance law. 

~Miss Lala L. Kingsbery, principal of the 
English Avenue schoél, in a signed article 
published Wednesday, made the statement 
that— : 


Literally, hundreds of boys and girls, 
meither truant mor vicious, are being de- 
prived ef am opportunity te acquire an ed- 
ucation. 


And this despite the existence of a law de 
signed to insure a chance at least to attain 
the rudiments of education for every boy 


and girl in Georgia! 
Miss Kingsbery goes on to declare: 


Reports on conditions in different sec- 
tions of the city show that the need of 
enforcement of the law is general... . 

In one school neighborhood a canvass 
of only three blocks revealed the fact 
that twenty-seven children, between the 
ages of 7 and 14, were being unlawfully 
deprived of even the rudiments of an 
education; the report from another seo- 
tion showed twenty-one children belong- 
ing in the third grade or below, out of 
school in violation of the law; the prin- 
cipal of another school discovered in her 
school’ district forty-seven children whose 
parents were paying no heed to the com- 
pulsory education law of Georgia. Eight 
of these children, ranging in ages from 
7 to 11, have never crossed the threshold 
of a school; in another part of Atlanta 
fifty-four children were found who were 
out of school without satisfactory excuse, 
while in the same section of the city, but 
in a different school neighborhood, 
“yea agt ta children were disobeying the 
aw. 


“These,” she says, “are a few of the re- 
ports that serve to show the need of en- 
forcement from the standpoint of our 
schools,” and she continues: 


From almost every public school in 
Atianta children have been taken and put 
to work to contribute to the support of 
their families. This year, from @ sec- 
ond grade alone, over thirty children 
have been removed by their parents and 

ut to work. In eme tusetance, a 

ttle girl of 10 jeined@ the army of wage-. 
pre bs yl te of mg efferts of the 
prineipa oo 

on, children are kept at home 
to work, in order that the parents may 
have greater leisure. , 

In certain communities all the chil- 
dren are enrolled in school, perhaps, but 
some attend only at the convenience o 
their parents. . 


She calls attention to two boys, as in- 


stances, how suspended from school and run- 
ning the streets or working—“in an excellent 
neighborhood”—because of multiplicity of 


absences for which no valid excuse was 


forthcoming. “The school,” she says, 


“received no co-operation from the home, 
though the parents were appealed to by 
notes, by telephone, by personal inter- 
views and official warnings.” 


Surely no further evidence that this prin- 
cipal, who knows what she is talking about, 


has furnished is needed to convince officials 


and public alike that a crime is being com- 


mitted against the future citizens of Atlanta.

Mrs. Felton Writes 
Of Conscription Results 
During the Civil War 


Editor Constitution: The congress of the 
United States has allowed President Wilson 
to declare war against Germany. It is his 
change of policy in regard to war that has 
united democrats and republicans in support- 
ing war measures. A few of each party have 
had sufficient courage to plead for time to 
examine into existing conditions. For this 
pleading, such men as United States Senator 
Williams, of Mississippi, and Congressman 
Heflin, of Alabama—both of confederate 
lineage and both familiar with the results of 
the confederate attempt and consequent de- 
feat in 1865—have felt authorized to rise in 
their places and denounce other congressmen 
and senators who prayed for enough delay to 
see where the country was going. This is 
sufficient preamble to begin what I here 
propose to write for your obliging columns. 

The confederacy did not pass a conscrip- 
tion act for the men of the southern states 
until the 16th of April, 1862. 

The United States congress now author- 
izes compulsory war service in April, 1917. 
We are, therefore, at this time, “going one 
better” of the aforetime southern confed- 
eracy. Sy 

The act of 16th of April, 1862, imposed 
compulsory military service for three years 
on all white males between 18 and 36 years. 
Volunteers who had enlisted were also com- 
pelled to serve three years from the date of 
their voluntary enlistment. All persons sub- 
ject to military service between the ages here 
named were permitted to volunteer rather 
than be arrested and carried as prisoners to 
detention camps. . 

Another conscript act was passed by con- 
federate politicians on September 27, 1863, 
and all persons liable were called out to the 
age of 45. Nevertheless, President Davis only 
advanced to 40 years—until after Vicksbu 
and Gettysburg—then men of 45 were calle 
to the colors. : 

After that time, the doom of the confed- 
eracy was sealed. On the 17th of February, 
1864, a new measure WAs passed—including 
all persons of male gender, from 17 to 50. 
These men—the boys—the seed-corn of the 
nation—and the grayheads, necessary to pro- 
tect the women and children of the sout in 
a dire crisis, were forced into the confed- 
erate army. 

Free negroes were conscripted under this 
act—also slaves, the latter to be worked on 
fortifications, in hospitals and manufacturing 
munitions of war. 

Free negroes were to be paid $11 a month, 
with clothing, food and tents Tor shelter. 

If owners of slaves would hire them, the 
confederate government was authorized to 
hire 30,000 slaves for duty. Pa oS rng — 

overnment had authority to - 
ee erinally, on March 13, 1865, less 
han one month before Appomattox, congress 
authorized conscription of slaves for field 
service. They were to be taken in any con- 
federate state, between ages of 18 and 45, and 
the government was to pay hire to the own- 
ers—liability to be assumed by the govern- 
ment in case of their death, if the government 
took them without owner's permission. 

Status of the Slave. 

The status of the slave was in no way 
to be altered by conscription—unless an 

reement was entered into by master and 
slave. 

No evidence has been found, so far as I 
can discover, that any slaves were ever sent 
to the front to fight. I, personally, knew of 
a slave offering to go to wait on white 
soldier boys with whom he was friendly. I 
know that his master gave him liberty to 
go, if he wanted to go of his own accord— 
and he so desired. I assisted in getting up 
his outfit—for he had full soldier equipment, 
from cap to canteen. Alas! He died inside of 
two months with pneumonia, succeeding 
measles! He was anxious to go, and drew 
straws with two other slave youths as to 
which should have the privilege, and he did 
as much or more than many other white boys 
who had to be forced to go by conscript offi- 
cers! His elder brother declined to go, but 
as soon as General Wilson captured on 
he volunteered for the federal army, and 
was mounted on a fine (stofen) horse, and 
was dressed in a fine federal uniform. Then 
he rode out to the plantation and announced 
to me that he was regularly accepted as a 
member of a federal cavalry regiment, then 
occupying the city of Macon. 

When I remembered how the other boy 
died, I had nothing to say to this exultant 
black cavalryman. I was alone in the yard— 
and silence was the part of discretion on m 
part—and I was only a you woman, wit 
one child, at the time this incident occurred. 

There were exempts in plenty, to be sure. 
The superintendent of conscription for the 
confederate government made a report in 
February, 1865, in which he gaid there were 
67,000 exempts, and over, in the states east 
of the Mississippi. The statement made no 
mention of states west of that river. 

General Lee, in a letter written to Presi- 
dent Davis in September, 1864, states on au- 
thority of General Kemper, of Virginia state 
reserves, that there were less than 40,000 ex- 
empts’ in the state of Virginia—and there 
were, you see, some in Virginia. There was 
violent opposition to,conscript service, par- 
ticularly in Georgia and North Carolina. 

Governor Vance was emphatic in the mat- 
ter of securing exemption of all civil offi- 
cials in North Carolina. 

Governor Brown; in Georgia, was even 
more persistent than Governor Vance in his 
determination “to prevent a military despot- 
ism sought to be established by President 
Davis.” For four long and anxious months 
that violent controversy was being published 
in Georgia newspapers. 

President Davis contended that. congress 
had the right “to raise and support armies.” 

Conscription was held to be constitutional. 
in April, 1917, allows President 
Wilson to “raise and sUpport armies’’—and 
Chief Justice White cheered the president

ernor Brown; so the state of Georgia was au- 
thoritative in support of conscription. I will 
not here discuss the acrimonious newspaper 
controversy between Governor Brown and ex- 
Governor Howell Cobb in regard to exemption 
of certain state officiale—on the subject of 
conscription and exemptions—in the 60’s. 

Hon. A. H. Stephens, his brother, Linton, 
and General Toombs took sides with Governor 
Brown; Hon. Benjamin Hill, then confeder- 
ate states senator, took sides with President 
Davis and the Cobbs 

In a speech made the llth of December, 
1862, he upheld conscription as a necessity, and 
also as a constitutional act. But conscription 
was not popular. An officer in Alabama was 
killed in trying to enforce the act. The gov- 
ernor of Alabama, in December of that year, 
said it was difficult to execute, as a mob in 
Randolph county compelled the jailer to sur- 
render his keys and liberate captured de- 
serters. 

Evasion and desertion increased in 1864. 
General Pillow, in charge of Alabama con- 
scription, wrote in July, 1862, that there 
were from eight to ten thousand deserters 
in the mountains of that state. Similar re- 
ports came from Mississippi. 

“All our armies were melting away faster 
than they are enlarged by conscription,” was 
the daily story from officials. 

Judge Campbell, assistant secretary of 
war, wrote the following: “The condition of 
things in the mountain districts of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama menaces the existence of the confed- 
eracy as fatally as either of the armies of 
the United States.” 

Conditions Grew Werse in 1864-5. 

Resistance became more determined— 
gangs of deserters grew larger—means of 
apprehending less powerful. In Virginia, a 
secret society was organized—during the last 
year of the confederacy. It signs and 
pass-words—to shiel members from con- 
acription and to give information to the 
enemy. Attorney N. F. Brock was sent there 
to investigate. e reported it was impossible 
to secure convictions. Then President Davis 
suspended the writ of habeas corpus in that 
section. 

General Pillow organized about twenty 
companies of conscripts in Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, and captured from 
6,000 to 8,000 deserters. March 8, 1865, Super- 
intendent Ao yg recommended that state 
reserves should be made to capture deserters. 
In his report he said, “there were over 100,- 
000 deserters in the confederacy.” 

The confederacy would have collapsed in 
1863, except for conscription. The main or 
tangible effect of conscription was to keep 
the volunteers in the army who were already 
in service. When Genera] ngstreet was sent 
to Knoxville, desertions from his army corps 
amounted to more than a hundred per day. 
East Tennessee, southwest Virginia, western 
North and South Carolina and northern Geor- 
gia determined to resist army service by the 
only way pocuinne~-aecertion—and they got 
out of reach.

Defenses of City Inadequate.

The last 
of thege defenses, constructed by Agrippa 
about ten years after the Crucifixion, is 
hardly better defined than either of its 
predecessors; and none of them can afford 
more than a strategic line to be strength- 
ened by earthworks for the emplacement of 
howitzers or other heavy guns, if it be 
assumed that the Turks possess euch wea- 
pons and have them at hand. 

“Topographically, however, Jerusalem 
should be capable of being put into condi- 
tion for prolonged defense.

SERIES OF ARTICLES 
BY FEDERAL EXPERTS 
This is the first of a series of articles 
on hone gardening/prepared at The Con- 
stitution’s request by the experts of the 
United States department of agriculture at 
Washington. In these articles, which will 
be of particular interest at thfs time when 
the increased production of foodstuffs is 
foremost jin the public mind, the horticul- 
turists of the department of agriculture 
will outline the principles for making a 
success of the home vegetable patch. 


The damage done to garden crops by the 
recent widespread freeze has made it neces- 
sary for many owners either to replant gar- 
dens or to delay planting beyond the usual 
time. These gardeners whose outdoor sched- 
ules have been upset are under the necessity 
of doing everything they can to hasten their 
crops. The following suggestions regarding 
the principles and practice of gardening, the 
horticultural specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture believe, will be 
timely and helpful both to these gardeners 
and to others in localities where the planting 
season naturally is later. | 

The gardener who merety wishes toe raise 
vegetables for his own family will do well, 
especially this year, to choose the crops he 
will grow from those which previously have 
done best in his special locality. The market 
gardener must bear this fact in mind, but also 
must study the market and anticipate its 
usual demand and determine as far as he can 
how this demand will be affected by any 
untoward weather conditions which may have 
occurred in his section. 

Those who desire to produce early crops 
should bear in mind that a warm, sandy loam 
will produce an earlier crop than a heavier 
soil that retains more water and less hest. 
Frost is less apt to injure vegetables planted 
on high ground than those planted in low 
places or valleys into which the heavier cold 
air commonly settles. The garden should be 
fairly level, but well drained. The ¢rop will 
mature more rapidly on land that has a eun- 
ny, southern exposure than in other plots. 

The Essentials of Gardening. 

The essentials for successful gardening on 
a small or large scale are soil, water and 
cultivation. Much depends also on the grow- 
er, the season and the crops selected. . 

The soil is the storehouse of plant food. 
The garden, therefore, should contain humus 
or rotted material in large quantities. The 
gardener should remember that about 50 per 
cent of ordinary earth is not soil at all, but 
consists of air and water. 

Water makes plant food that is present 
freely soluble. Rain and snow water are soft 
and contain ammonia. The m c of soft 
water on the plant world is one of the mira- 
cles of good gardening, as every one who has 
contrasted the effect of rain with that pro- 
duced by sprinkling with a hose realizes. 
Plants are succulent and contain large 
amounts of water, which they have to draw 
from the soil. 

Geod Seed Bed and Cultivation. 

The conservation of soil moisture is the 
most important reason for cultivating crops. 
The two other principal things accomplished 
by cultivation are the killing of weeds, which 
draw moisture and —— food from the crops, 
and the aeration of the soil. 

Too much stress cannot be laid on the

ARTICLE VIII. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF THE SCHOOLS 


The medical inspector of schools was 
requested by the educational commit- 
tee of the teachers’ association to write 
a brief history of medical inspection, 
its aims and accomplishments. 

In 1876 Dr. Clarence J. Blake, of 
Boston, read a paper before the Inter- 
national Medica! congress at Philadel- 
phia, tn which he stated clearly and 
emphatically the need for medica! in- 
spection. This wise recommendation 
was ignored for eighteen years, the 
health of school children was neglect- 
ed, many suffering from preventable 
diseases and physica! detects. Not 
until the year 1894 was a regular sys- 
tem of medical inspection established: 
that was in Hoston, Mass. Since that 
time many of the cities and smaller 
towns have instituted such a system. 
Atlanta in January, 199%, decided to 
fall in line with the other progressive 
cities and adopt a regular yearly med- 
ical examination of the pupils attend- 
ing the public schools. As Boston was 
the first to see the needs of inspection, 
the medica! director and one of the 
nurses in the department were sent to 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia to 
investigate and study the system. The 
present plan in Atlanta (with improve- 
nents as time and experience justi- 

ed). is the one which appealed to 
them as being the most practicable 
and best adapted to local needs. 

The objects of medical 
@re as follows: (1) The detection and 
correction of physical defects: (2) the 
detection and exclusion of parasitic 
and contagious diseases: (3) the diag- 
nofis and groupin in special classes 
of the backward children. 


Detection of Defects. 


Let us take up first the detection of 
physical defects and go very briefly 
into the method by which a systematic 
examination of a school is conducted. 
A complete record of the physical con- 
dition of each pupil is kept on file in 
the medical director's office, this record 
is ruled in such a way as to enable 
it to be used from the first through 
the seventh grade. Before a schoo! is 
@xamined the nurse must visit that 
school and obtain a list of all the chil- 
drén transferred from other schools, 
by this method she is able to loek 
through the files, and transfer the rec- 
ord to the school which the pupil is 
now attending. Each inspector has 
one nurse to assist him in the exami- 
nation, the children being sent in to 
the doctor six at a time, this plan in- 
terrupting the routine of the school 
work very little. The principal de- 
fects looked for are eye-strain, dis- 
eages of the nose and throat (a sepa- 
rate wooden tongue depressor is used 
for each child, in examining the 
throat), defective hearing, decayed 
teeth, poor nutrition and skin diseases. 
If any of the defects are found, they 
are checked on the record. After com- 
pleting an examination of a school, a 
notice of the defects is sent to the 
parent.

In many 
cases, where the mother is employed all 


,day, or the children are too small to go

clinic, where such defects are correct- 
ed. This social service feature of the 
work is the most important asset to 
the department through its educational 
and the accomplishment of the 
correction of defects. 

Last vear the four school nurses, from 
November, 1915, to June, 1916, made 
4.998 visits to the homes, clinics and 
schools. The largest number of any 
single defect found this year was de- 
caved teeth. Of the 14,658 children ex- 
amined, 7,428, or 51 per cent, had bad 
teeth. The great problem has been 
that there were not sufficient facili- 
tics to care for this number. Fortu- 
nately for the department, the dentists 
of the city through their association, 
We now have 
Sixty dentists who give their servicés 
and furnish the material to the children 
who are unable to pay for the work. 
As a result of this 120 a week Can re- 
proper dental treatment.

It has been 
truly said that medical inspection yields 
large dividends from a small investment. 
In New York city, out of a school pop- 
ulation of 650,000, 30 per cent of the 
children were from one to two years 
behind their proper grades; 95 per cent 
of these were so chiefly because of de- 
fects of the eye, ear, nose and throat, 
that could be easily detected and cor- 
rected, 

In Atlanta, out of the 16,159 children 
enrolled in the white grammar schools, 
1779 were two years and over behind 
their proper grades. It cost the city 
$25 a year to educate one child in the 
grammar schools. If 95 per cent of these 
backward children are so through de- 
fects of the eye, ear, nose and throat, 
the cost to the city is $42,251 a year. 
It has been proven beyond a doubt 
by experiments at home and abroad that 
the majority of the children, when 
given the proper medical attention im- 
prove markedly in their classes. The 
Statistics of the medical department last 
year show that of the 3,500 children 
receiving treatment, 197 were fitted 
with glasses, and 771 had their adenoids 
and tonsils removed. 

[t is easily seen that medical inspec- 
tion results not only in a saving of 
dollars and cents to the city, but a bene- 
fit to each individual child, which can- 
not be measured in money.

She completed 
he in three years, graduating 
with high academic honors and earn- 
ing the right to wear the much- 
coveted Phi Beta Kappa insignia. Dur- 
ing the autumn of 1915, when she was 
a college senior, she assisted the 
New York state campaign. 

It was after the failure of that 
campaign, on which thousands of dol- 
lars had been spent and to which 
thousands of women had given the 
best: that was in them, ihat Miss 
Amidon became discouraged with the 
satate-by-stale method of securing 
woman suffrage and resolved to limit 
her future suffrage work to campaign- 
ing for the federal suffrage amend- 
ment.

Washington, April 14.—Continuing

Some Timely Remedial ‘Suggestions|More Food Crops 
For Guidance of Atlanta Shippers 


The Atlanta Local Freight Agents’ 
association has submitted to the Fir- 
ing Line the following valuable sug- 
gestions for the information and guid- 
ance of shippers of Atlanta: , 

To Shippers: Permit uss to offer 
tangible reasons indicating that it will 
be to your advantage and aid carriers 
to serve their patrons more effectively, 
if you will arrange your organization 
so that your shipments may. be de- 
livered to the freight receiving sta- 
tions not later than 4 p. m. daily. 

(1) Get an early start. Freight sched- 
ules are arranged to meet local con- 
ditions. If it is the custom of a ‘ship- 
ping community to witnhord shipments 


until late afternoon hours, freight train 
schedules are fixed in accommodation 
therewith; ‘consequently trains leave 


later in the evening and your ship- 


ments reach customers later the next | 


day. If shippers will have their 


freight at the depot by 4 p. m., train eine 


schedules can be set up and freight 
will be delivered to your customers 
earlier. Get an early start; help your- 
self; aid the railroads and please your 
customers. 

(2) Do you not, as a rule, haul 
freight from depots during the fore- 
noon hours? Do you not sometimes 
send your team empty? We ‘suggest 
that you try sending a load and bring- 
ing one. The conservation of teams 
and labor will pay. The railroads 
avoid, as far as possible, hauling emp- 
ties one way and loads another. They 
try to haul loads both ways. Won’t you 
try. it? 

(3) Did you ever visit freight sta- 
tions between 4 and 5 p. m., and see 
the team jam? Your team lingering on 
the outskirts waiting to “back up.” 
Did you ever count the cost and in- 
terruption to your business by team 
waste? An early start during the fore- 
noon will reduce, if not prevent, team 
waste. Won't you try it?

Must Be Raised 
Says Grocer Davis 


Wheat and Corn a More 
Profitable Crop Than 
Cotton, He Says. 


‘Tf there ever was a time when it 
was more profitable for a Georgia farm- 
er to raise cotton instead of food crops, 
that time hag passed,” said R. W. Davis, 
the wholesale grocer, Friday. “As a 
matter of fact, I doubt very much that 
there ever was such a time. 

“Under present conditions,” contin- 
ued Mr. Davis, “it cannot be repeated 


too often nor emphasized too strongly 


that the really prosperous agricultural 
section is the one that produces food 
crops. It is only necessary to consii- 
er the great corn and wheat-producing 
sections to prove the correctness of this 
statement; and what applies to a sec- 
tion or community applies with equal 
Or greater force to the individual 
farmer. 

“Few people realize,” Mr. Davis went 
on, “that the Georgia farmer is prac- 
tically in the position of being pro- 
tected by a 50 per cent tariff on wheat, 
corn, potatoes and other farm products 
brought into this state from the north 
and west. Even in normal times he 
peye-ene other people pay—from 50 to 

0 er cent more than it would cost 
him to raise the same products in Geor- 
gia. Consider wheat, for instance; here 
are the items of cost which must be 
added to every bushel.of wheat brought 
into the state—the grower’s profit, 
hauling to the shipping point, freight 
charges to the elevator, cost of han- 
dling and profit of elevator, freight to 
Atlanta, expense and profit of Atlanta 
wholesaler, freight to retailer, retail- 
er’s expense and profit. It is probably 
safe to say that, even in normal times, 
every bushel of wheat or corn the 
Vestas farmer buys costs him 50 to 
if he raised it himself; and, at the pres- 
ent time he is paying several times the 
cost of raising it. t should be borne 
in mind, also, that we have cheaper 
land, cheaper labor, and much longer 
growing and working seasons than the 
north and west, all of which makes our 
production cost less. The wise farmer 
will grow food crops up to the very 
limit of his ability, and the result 
will be greater prosperity for the farm-

through our agricultural rallies.’ 

“The women Mrs. Ottley mentions have 
their homes around New York. They 
are planting and learning to develop 
the soil so that they can do their share 
of food producing for those who may 
need it when the call is made that will 
throw many a little family on the 
mother to carry. } 

“With a good food supply the basis 
of our relief work in Georgia is begun. 
It is to show what women can do in 
this direction the woman's department 
of the Southeastern fair makes for this 
year. We will give special inducements 
to women who can preserve, can and 
pickle fruits or vegetables, for this is 
a time when not one ‘small potato’ 
nor ope ‘sorry apple’ should be wasted. 

“Woman's handiwork, too, will be en- 
couraged, and already Mrs. Wilmer 
Moore, chairman of this committee, is 
arranging for an _ inspiring exhibit.

On this subject Miss Robinson Smith,

“Tt is our object to organize day nur- 
series in this city. Suppose ten thou- 
sand women had to go to work after 
their husbands had been sent to the 
front. The existing day nurseries 
wouldn't be able to accommodate the 
children of those mothers. We will 
have detachments of trained women 
who will know how to care for the 
babies while their mothers are at work. 

“We are seeking co-operation of alli 
organizations. Our biggest purpose is 
to get registration of women. Just now 
our membership is represented in this 
city, Buffalo, Troy, Rochester, Syra- 
cuse, Yonkers, Geneva, Watertown, Au- 
burn, Utica, Tonawanda, Great Neck, 
Flushing, Poughkeepsie and Freeport. 
Throughout the United States we have 
several thousands of women who are 
members. All the Catholic organiza- 
tions in New York city are co-operat- 
ing with us and other organizations 
supporting our work include the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women, the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, the Young 
Women’s Christian association and the 
National Civic federation. 

THE WORK 
HERE. 

Though every community will have 
its own peculiar problem, and Atlanta, 
with her industrial population, will have 
complex problems that will call for the 
work of women in various departments 
of social service, this department of 
day nurseries in Atlanta has a good 
base upon which to work. There are 
six day nurseries now and the organiza- 
tion will at once institute a survey to 
see what may be the requirements in 
the event of war in this direction.

SECOND HAND DECLARATIONS. 

All second hand bids may be divided 
into two classes: those made after a 
pass by the dealer and those made 
after the dealer has declared. The 
former are initial declarations and 
have been considered under that head, 
so all that remains to be discussed 
in this chapter is what the second 
hand should do after a bid by the 
dealer. 

Under such conditions the second 
hand knows that this may be his last 
opportunity to declare.

fore, what is termed a “forced” decla- 
ration, differing from the “free”. ini- 
tial bid heretofore considered. The 
forced bid does not indicate the pres- 
ence of any certain cards; for example,

The subject of the possibility of an at- 
tack upon our coasts was taken up in Con- 
gress on Feb. 6 during the duscussion upon 
appropriations for anti-aircraft, guns, and 
Congressman Kahn quoted the statement 
made before the committee on military af- 
fairs’ by Brigadier Generf® George @ 
Squier, who was at the battle fronts in Bu- 
rope and witnessed the efforts of the Ger- 
man airships to do serious damage in Eng- 
land and who had special facilities for ob- 
serving the damage that was being done 
by enemy aircraft. 

In that statement he said: “An enemy 
ship could lie off 300 miles from the City 
of New York and could easily send a num- 
ber of flying machines into the eity, and 
unless we were ready to shoot down the air- 
eraft with anti-aircraft guns they could do 
incalculable damage in the financial dis- 
trict in ten minutes’ time.” 

Among the first acts of the European 
war were the raids made on London and 
Paris by aeroplanes and Zeppelins. In view 
of the enemy’s carefully laid plans the fact 


that London lay across the chan- 
nel and Paris miles inland did not 
afford protection. There are no 
barriers in the air; there is no 
cause for a roundabout course; 
the enemy sets out in a straight 
line for his object of attack. 

London and Paris would have been de- 
stroyed ere now had it not been that both 
England and France have assembled fleets 
of aircraft that are the equal if not the su- 
perior of those of the enemy. Both these 
cities would now be mere wreckage and 
ruin were they both not guarded night and 
day by great cordons ef anti-aircraft guns 
able to shoot explosives for miles into the 
skies and by “listening” stations and-Preat 
batteries of searchlights that spot the. hos- 
tile airship while there is yet time to bring 
it down or scare it off with a shower of 
shells. The arrival of the Deutschland and 
the U-53, the giant submarine that bobbed 
up one Sunday without notice and sank six 
defenseless ships off Newport, R. I,. shows 
how little prepared we are not only to pro- 
tect ourselves but to even be duly warned 
of the approach of enemy ships. 


Inland Cities Also in Peril From Foe, in the 
Air, Says Admiral Peary

ing an order today to destroy New York 
City or Washington or any other. of our 
great coastal cities from the air in a single 
night two weeks from now. 

In the very near future in a few hours 
more they could shower death and destruc- 
tion upon any one of our inland centers 
such as Chicago, Pittsburgh, Detroit, St. 
Louis, St. Paul and Minneapolis, Kansas 
City and even far off Denver. 

The United States has neither aero 
planes nor dirigibles nor aviators nor anti- 
aircraft guns nor any other means of pre 
venting such destruction. 

For miles outside of Paris there are bat- 
teries of anti-aircraft guns that can shoot 
inflammable sbells four miles into the air. 
There are also numerous stations equipped 
with sensitive microphones, which, it is 
said, register the air vibrations caused by 

an airship thirty miles away. 

Ceaselessly these microphones are 
swung now this way and now that, listening 
for the slightest sound of approaching air- 
craft. 

When the unmistakable sound is picked 
up the “listeners” are swung until they 
point in the direction from which the sound 


comes strongest. It is a simple matter 
then to focus powerful searchlights upon 


this spot and reveal the enemy so that he | 


can be bagged by the waiting anti-aircraft 
guns. 

To give the United States proper. air 
power we need in their order the following: 
FIRST—A separate department of sero- 

nautics independent of the. army and 

navy, with a seat in the President’s cab- 
inet. | 

SECOND—An aviator class of thousands 
and thousands of young men throughout 
the country. 


THIRD—An authority on America's aero- 
nautical needs on the floor of Congress, a 
man of large ability and broad concep- 
tions, who can drive home in season and 
out of season the aerial needs of the 
country. 

FOURTH—A comprehensive aero coast de- 


fense system, which would include a con- 


tinuous cordon of sentinel planes well off 
shore, and large squadron stations near 
all principal cities, for offense against a 
hostile fleet and protection of the cities 
from air raids.

The U-53 was 213 feet long and had 
a capacity of 800 tons and a radius of 
action of 10,000 miles. There would be 
little difficulty in adapting such a sub- 
marine or even a larger one for carrying 
seaplanes in a specially constructed hold 
large enough to contain the fuselage and 
pontoon and to store away the detach- . 
able-wings, made to ‘be easily assem- 
bled when weather conditions would 
permit. 

These seaplanes could fly at any alti- 
tude they might wish and fly so low 
over their objective that there. would be 
no chance of missing the mark, whether 
it should be in the financial or residen- 
tial sections of the city, the navy yard 
or the forts protecting the harbor. 


No Guns, 
Nor Battle Aeroplanes. 


For there is not one anti-aircraft gun 
mounted on any of the towering build- 
ings to protect the City of New York. 

There is not one aeroplane that is 
fitted with a gun to give battle to enemy 
planes even if it dared to in the face of 
the overwhelming numbers of the raid- 
ers. There'is not one seaplane ready 
to give chase in the air over the ocean. 

There is no system of great search- 
lights to pick up a hostile aircraft at 
night, nor in the city’s present state of 
aerial unpreparedness would it avail 
anything to reveal the presence of an 

enemy in the sky over the city! 

. There are no “listening towers” equipped 
with microphone detectors that so well 
warn London and Paris of the approach of 
airships while they are yet miles away. 
Not only warn of approach but reveal ac- 
curately from just what direction they are 
coming. 

Even if our few dozen aeroplanes that 
are available in the vicinity of New York 
City should come upon the scene think of 
the hopelessness of their engaging in battle 
with enemy planes equipped with machine 
guns when they would have nothing more 
than rifies and revolvers. Even the latter 
would be practically useless when shot from 
an aeroplane going at a speed of over 
eighty miles an hour. 

As for conditions that Were found to be 
absolutely necessary in gondon when raids 


were made by hostile sircraft—plungine 
the city into darkness at a moment’s notice, 
stopping all traffic and warning the entire 
population to seek cover for their protection 
—no provisions have been made, nor does it 
seem that they will be made in advance of 
an actual attack acconipanied by loss of 
life and terrible destruction. 

There should be anti-aircraft guns of 
the latest type mounted on a score of the 
great buildings that rear their heads on the 
lower end of Manhattan Island ; there should 
be similar guns mounted on the headlands 
that reach out to sea below the city; sim- 
flar guns should also be in position to guard 
the great bridges across the East River. 

A powerful array of searchlights should 
be mounted on the tallest buildings, and 
instead of the score of aeroplanes now avail- 
able there should be hundreds of battle 


planes ready at the 
first warning to speed 
miles out to sea and 
form an impregnable 
air screen for the pro 
tection of the dty 
back of them. 

Time and time 
again air raids have 
been made upon Lon- 
don, but the enemy 
aircraft have lately 
been forced to fly 
higher and _ higher 
until they hardly are 
safe now under 17,000 
feet and are forced to 
seek cover of the dark- 
ness to escape the ac- 
curacy of anti-aircraft 
gun fire and the speed 

scouts equipped with gums which have 
brought down so many of the Zeppelins. 

In London anti-aircraft guns have been 
mounted on every place of vantage, and 
also upon automobiles so that they can 
mobilize where necessary; batteries of 
searchlights have been tnstalled, and an 
elaborate system of warning stations es- 
tablished along the coast so that informa- 
tion can be sent to all parts of the country 
the moment hostile aircraft are detected. 

The defenseless condition which exists 
in New York from attacks by aircraft is the 
samé condition that exists in all of the 
other large cities near the seacoast, as 
well as the inland cities. Portland, Boston, 
Philadelphia, ‘Baltimore, Norfolk, Charles- 
ton, New Orleans and even Washington 
itself ate practically helpless. 

Besides these cities there are hundreds 
of important munition plants, shipyards 
and factories within a hundred miles of the 
coast that would be subject to attack by 
aerial fleets carried by swift cruisers that 
might escape the vigilance of the English 
blockading fleet, as the cruiser Moewe did, 
which could carry as many as fifty sea- 
planes with folding wings ready to be set 
up and which could act as a base of opera- 
tions.

IGH society along the 

‘ Atlantic seaboard has at 

last awakened to the 

great danger that beset

who without recommendation as to char- 

acter, except in a few of the more famous 

professionals, have come and gone in ex- 

clusive homes without supervision or re- 

straint. The bored matrons and blase grand 

dames welcomed the advent of these un- 

conventional characters, for the presence of 

an ex-gunman or a tenderloin dandy as a 

dancing instructor lent excitement to. the 

lesson. To float about the room in the 

arms of these “toughs,” who were clad for 

the occasion in evening clothes, added much 

spice to the dance. That many of these en- 

tertainers were degenerates, poisonous 

products of the underworld, did not matter; 

they could dance and they fawned upon 
their employers cleverly. 

Many of the men of high society, too, 
hurrahed the coming of the women dancing 
instructors, for the great majority of these 
slim, sinuous girls were informal of speech 
and action and under their simulation of 
society talk there ran the manners of the 
demi-mondaine. 

But no especial harm came from this 


e craze of society so long as the older hus- 


bands and matrons were amused. 

However, when the system of hiring 
squads of these soft-footed, hard-mouthed, 
tight-lipped characters for balls and dinner 
dances became general the great danger 
arose. 

The impressionable, sweet-voiced de- 
butantes aped their aunts and older sisters 
in welcoming the new partners, but .they 
threw themselves With greater ecstasy into 
the arms of the dress-suited “toughs.” They 
thought it the thing to do. They had heard 
and read much of the wild ways of tender- 
loin men, how fascinating they are, how 
they shot to kill, how they carried on long 
feuds, and how they managed their women 
in the manner of Parisian apaches. To 
dance with them in million-dollar parlors 
was a great adventure. 

None of the sordidness, the sickening 
aspects of vice were attached to these easy- 
tongued Beau Brummelis of the Bowery 
when they appeared to show society women 
the latest “hugs” and “shakes” in the 
terpsichorean art. They were clever imi- 
tatorssof the “society manners.” 


Notice Effect 
Upon the Debutantes. 


This began to have too much influence 
on the debutantes, the matrons thought. 
Several ugfortunate incidents occurred 
which proved this suspicion. The younger 
set of society members began to show the 
effects of the debauch, not so much in any 
. actual loosening of morals as in the devel- 
opment of “tough” manners and uncircum- 
spect language. Some of the “buds” fell in 
love with dancing men and tad to be lec- 
tured severely, even taken away from New 
York before the spell was off them. Society 
set up a wild flurry when Eugenia Kelly, a 
wealthy girl, eloped with a professional 
dancer, Al Davis, marrying him. |

“Maryland, My Maryland.” 

James K. Randall, the author of the 
words, ‘‘“Maryland, My Maryland,” was 
for many years a citizen of Augusta, 
Ga. During this time he was secretary 
to two of Georgia’s most illustrious 
and prominent citizens. ° 

For many years Mr. Randall was the 
honored and beloved editor on the staff 
of The Augusta Chronicle. : 

He died in Augusta in 1908 and was 
buried there. 

The poem, “Maryland, My Maryland,” 


‘| the finest anthem of the civil war, was 


written by Randall at the age of 22. 

Randall was born in Baltimore, Md., 
in 1839, he was educated at George- 
town, D. C. At an early age he was 
elected a teacher on the faculty of a 
Creole college, Poydras, in Louisiana, 
and while here he wrote the poem 
which has placed his name among the 
nation’s most illustrious poets. 

Randall was inspired to write the 
poem upon reading of the clash be- 
tween the citizens of Baltimore and 
the Sixth Massachusetts regiment, who 
were marching through the city to the 
nation’s capital. Randall's friend and 
classmate was the first citizen to be 
killed in the conflict. : 

The poem first appeared in “The 
New Orleans Delta.” n Baltimore the 
poem sprang into instant popularity. 
It was first sung to the tune of the 
French song, “Ma Normandie,” then a 
familiar tune. Later the poem was 
sung to the German tune, “Lauriger 
Horatius,” used at Yale. The original 
tune, “O Tenenbaum,” meaning “O 
~ be srt Tree,” is used at the present 
time. 

Rebecca Lloyd Nicholson, rrand- 
daughter of Judge Joseph H. Nichole 
son, had the words of “Maryland, My 
Maryland” published to the German 
tune. Rebecca Lloyd, her grandmoth- 
er, was instrumental in having first 
copies printed of “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” adapted to the tune, “Anacreon 
in Heaven,” nearly fifty years before. 

The pwhblishers of “Maryland, My 
Maryland” were arrested and thrown 
into prison. 

The song was first publicly sung by 
the Cary sisters,~-famous beauties of 
Baltimore and loyal southerners. 

Several years ago, the poem, “Geor- 
gialand, Dear Georgialand,” was writ- 
ten by Mr. Frank L. Stanton. It is. sung

The New Army Disease, Shell- 
Shock. 


(Dr. Kellogg Speed, in Leslie's.) 

Let me quote from a recent edition 
of The London Post: “The casualty 
lists last issued by the war office ac- 
count for 4,283 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men. of whom 6665 are dead, 
2,476 wounded and 948 missing, among 
the wounded being 214 cases of shell- 
shock.” 

Trench warfare, like that on the 
western front waged in ditches 9 feet 
deep, has developed its own military 
peculiarities. To the medica] profession 
it has brought a new disease, known as 
er or “shock shell” as the 
British war office officially calle it. 

To understand its cause and action 
we must take our place in the trenches 
with a company on the first line. An 
attack is simmering and the constant 
preliminary bombardment of heavy and 
~~ artillery is on. 

élls, shrapnel, high explosives, are 
rained on them and on the trench with 
its narrow communication ¢€o the sup- 
ports in the rear, until there is a con-

Shell- 
shock attacks the veterans as well as 
the recruits. The poor lads with neu- 
rasthenic tendencies, with poor nervous 
reserve or with histories of sapping ex- 
cesses and hgbits, begin to experience 
an ever-grow ng fear. Their limbs start 
to tremble, thelr hearing becomes af- 
fect they cannot talk or see, and 
when y can be rescued in a lull, they 
have become jidbering or silent, trem- 
bling human animals, almost literally 
sca,*d ¢o death. 

S entifically, the disease may be 4di- 
vide into two classes. One’ is the 
peeudo shell-shock following the course 
outlined in men of unstable nervous 
equilibrium, deprived of food and made 
to fear for their lives; and the second 
class is true shell-shock occurring in 
men who really sustain blows of fallin 
sand bags, and planks, or are buri 
in the upheaval) of earth following shell 
explosion.

Last Work .of Ridpath Tells 
Of All Races of Mankind Since 


First Evidences of Civilization 


“With the World's People” an eth- 
nological-historical work tseating of 
the races of mankind from the first 
evidences of civilization, by the late 
John Clark Ridpath, has recently is- 
sued from the publishing house of The 
Jones Brothers Publishing company. 

The work is in nine volumes, pro- 
fusely illustrated with color-plates, 
half-tones, race maps and charts, 
sketches, type-pictures and diagrams, 
worked out and arranged so as to ef- 
fect a splendid harmony between the 
text and the pictorial embellishments. 

Ridpath is so widely and intimately 
known purely as a historian that his 
name is an American household word. 
He was a lifelong student of history 
and a delver into historical subjects 
and lore; and the first of his histori- 
cal books dates from about 1870. As 
a historian he long has been one of 
the world's foremost authorities. 

But “With the World's People” is 
not a history; it is so only in a limited 
sense. It is different from anything 
Dr. Ridpath hitherto had produced. 
The author strayed from his accus- 
tomed path to write it, Out by many 
critics it is pronounced his greatest 
work. 

Pope said, “The proper study for 
mankind is man!” 

‘With the World’s People” is a work 
constructed strictly in conformity with 
the principle back of that declaration: 
It is a comprehensive,: lucid, detailed 
study of mankind from the beginning 
of the species. The title page of each 
volume says that it is “an account of 
the ethnic origin, primitive estate, 
early migrations, social evolution and 
present conditions and promise of the 
principal families of men; together 
with a preliminary inquiry on the 
time, place and manner of the begin- 
ning.” 
Acters in Human Drama. 

In his previous works of history— 
the one upon wh Dr. Ridpath’s chief 
fame has rested i&éing his ‘History of 
the World”—the~author has treated 
of the acts of the great human drama, 
rather than of the actors. In the work 
under review his object has been pre- 
cisely the reverse. In historical 
works, the acts are “featured,” while 
the actors are dimly and obscurely 
brought to view. The reverse applies 
to “With the World’s People.” 

Dr. Ridpath says in his preface that 
this latest work is in a sense a com- 
plement to his works of purely hiasa- 
torical nature, and while engaged in 
his historical researches and the prog- 
ress of his work as purely a historian, 
“the conviction settled on the writer's 
mind that the whole story o* man-life 
should be written anew from the 
standpoint of ethnography, and that if 
this were faithfully done the result 
might surpass in interest and value 
any possible account of those objec- 
tive facts and phenomena which have 
gone by the name of history. 

“With the World’s People” is the re- 
sult of that conviction, and the man-

ner of its working out is its proof! 
In working toward his objective the 


author, as he himself puts it, “re- 
versed his position in the human land- 
scape.” He “ceased to look at the 
accomplishments of the human race, 
Save as those accomplishments serve 
to illustrate the character of the pro- 
ducing force,” and “turned to the race 
itself.” And his finished product is a 
splendid, scholarly, easy-flowing, eth- 
nic history of mankind, dealing, not 
with facts and achievements, but with 
the substance of man-life itself. 
Which, he writes, is the object sought 
for: “A view of the human race it- 
self.” 

To Segin with, he takes each of the 
various races and peoples of the earth, 
goes back to the earliest primitive evi- 
dences of its existence, gives an ac- 
count of its ethnic origin, the primitive 
condition, the early migrations, 
historical development and leaves with 
the reader a clear conception of its 
Present state and prospects. With it 
he goes into a preliminary inquiry on 
the time, the place and the manner of 
the beginning of man-life on the earth, 
and in no respect does he essay a nar- 
rative of the deeds and accomplish- 
ments of mankind or of the races of 
man. 

The work is completely and skilfully 
indexed, a feature which contributes 
materially to its unsurpassed value for 
ready reference, so that the reader is 
enabled without a moment's loss of 
time or without confusion to place his 
hand upon a complete, detailed treatise 
upon any race or people which ever in- 
habited the earth, informing himself 
thoroughly upon its development, char- 
acteristics, traits and traditions. 

A Glance At Contents, 

As indicative of the scope of the 
work, the following synopsis of the 
topics presented is of interest:

The work of the other Taos paint- 
ers has been received with excitement 
wherever it has been shown. The 
whole school is the sensation of the 
art world. 

What, then, is the reason for this 
sudden fact—Arherican art at last 
finding itself. ’ 

Victor Higgins - explains: the sit- 
uation as follows: 

- “There ‘is in the mind ‘of - every 
member of the-Taos-art colony the 


knowledge that here is the oldest of 
American civilizations. The man- 
ners and customs and style of archi- 
tecture are the same today that they 
were before Christ was born. They 
offer the. painter a subject as full of 
the fundamental qualities of life as 
did the Holy Land long ago. 


“The Taos are a people living in ° 


an absolutely natural: state, entirely 
independent of all the world. If the 
rest of humanity were wiped from 
the earth they would go ahead just 
as they are today, self-supporting, 
self-reliant, simple and competent. 
They have dignity in spite of their 
lack of riches and nobility in spite of 
their humble mode of living. 

“Their architecture is the only 
naturally American architecture in 
the nation today. All other styles 
were borrowed from Europe. 

“Being so completely the product 
of.their surroundings, they give the 
painter a host of fresh and original 
ideas. 

“This strong primitive appeal calls 
out the side of art that is not deriva- 
tive; it urges the painter to get his 
subjects, his coloring, his tone from 
the real life about him, not from the 
wisdom of the studios. 

“Coupled with this- impressive 


s 


simplicity the country makes its in- 
habitants daring and lovers of the 
‘chance.’ In the cities men are care- 
ful, doing what others have done, 
bound by conventions, ringed round 
by tradition. The very air of the 
Taos country, its nearness to big 
works of nature, drivés caution from 
a man’s brain. He ‘takes a chance.’ 
Perhaps this has led the Taos paint- 
ers to be original and to be so devoted 
to the country and its people. 
“Some day musicians will go to 


these tribesmen to obtain from them 


original motifs:and themes, for the 
Taos music is their own, unlike any 


other, yet beautiful. 
++ + 


“Each artist in the colony has his 
own style of painting, yet the highly 
colored air which covers all their 
models reflects itself in each tech- 
nique.- No gray days ever come to 
the Taos country. When it is cloudy 
the dark tones of the sky are lum- 
inous grays, never dreary. The sun- 
sets and sunrises are more gorgeous 
than painters dare to paint and the 
air during the day is full of so many 
colors that, I think, impressionism 
would have developed among the 
artists there if it had not been begun 


by Frenchmen years ago. As it is 


the Taos artists, many of them, use 
the impressionistic method merged 
with a general excellence of drawing 
that impressionists usually refuse to 
put into their works. They strive 
for good design and good draftsman- 
ship and yet try to put color vibra- 
tions into the picture. 

“This combination is the logica} 
result of the country and its people, 
and if it is accepted as real American 
art the debt of the artist and of the 
people will be to the Indians and their 


land.” -
